We were 8 at Barcelona and other 
places, that very great Advantages had been made 
Mig Charles in melting down all ſorts of good 
Silver Species, and recoining them into Mon) of 4 
very baſe Allaz ; which was accounted to be 40 or 50 
per Cent. worſe in its real Value, than the Deno- 
mination it paſſed for.

I did obſerve in the Year 1708. the firſt 

Tear I had the Honour to command, that 
notwithſtanding great quantities of Silver 
Species of juſt Weight and Fineneſs were im- 
ported from ſeveral parts into Catalonia, little 
or none of .the ſaid Species were found to be 
current in any Payments made there; but in- 
ſtead thereof, a new Coin made at Barcelona, 
and confiderably leſs in Value than it ought 
to be. Upon inquiry, I found that a Profit 
of between 12 and 13 per Cent. was made by 
the King, whoſe Officers bought up all the 
good Species which came into the Country, 
in order to recoin them. Conſidering there- 
fore that the greateſt part by far of all the 
Mony which was imported to Catalonia, was 
ſent by her Majeſty ; and obſerving withal . 
how dearly we were forced to pay for all the 
Mony which came from Italy : I thought it 
reaſonable, that whatever Profit of this kind 
could be made in Catalonia ſhould accrue to 
her Majeſty, and go in eaſe of the great 
Charge our Nation was at.

Having thus truly ſtated a Matter of Fact, 
by which it undeniably appears, that to my 
ſteddy and poſitive Inſtances with the Court of 
Barcelona, is owing a Gain to the Publick of

The Expence for Males for the Service of the 
Army in Spain, has been wery extraordinary, a- 
mounting to about 100000 Piſtoles per ann. not 
including the Mule- Mony allowed to the Generals, 
and to the Officers of every particular Regiment. 
We obſerve, that in the Contracts which were made 
with Spaniards for this Service, there was not care 
taken that the Mules provided for the Carriage of 
Bread for the Army, 22 be muſtered by any Per- 
ſon appointed by your Majeſty, who bore the whole 
Charge of this Expence ; and the Contractors were 
paid, barely upon producing Certificates of. the Num- 
ber of Mules employed from the Spaniſh Viador: 
which were eaſily procured, according to the Infor- 
mations we had concerning this matter at Barcelo- 
na. There were Muſters made of the Mules be- 
longing to the Train, tho not of thoſe for the other 
Services of the Army: and we were informed by their 
Muſter-maſter, that at the Maſter made of them 
about a Fortnight before the Battel of Villa-Vicio- 
fa, there was no more than 656 Mules ; whereas the 
Contractors charge in their Accounts 1 025 at the 
time of the Battel, And the aforeſaid Muſter- 
maſter aſſured us, that none had been added to the 

_ ſaid Number of 656 after the Muſter, but that 
ſome of the Muleteers had deſerted with their 
Males ; ana that there was conſequently reaſon to 
believe, 
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that a great Advantage had been made in Ca- 
ſalonia by the Recoinage, of which no Ac- 
count had been given; I ſubmit to all Men 
who have Candour and Sincerity, | 


As for the Mule-Carriage, I muſt obſerve 
to you, that I ever thought it moſt for her 
Majeſty's Service, that the Kiug of Spain 
ſhould make thoſe Contracts; not only be- 
cauſe no Contractor could perform his Con- 
tract in that Country, without being ſupparted 
by, and making uſe of the King's Authority; 
and that it was likewiſe the King of Spain's 
Intereſt, to have his Officers look as narrow 
as poſſible after the Contractors; ſince the leſs 
Mony was ſpent on that head, there remained 
ſo much the more out of the Mony granted 
for Extraordinaries and his own Account to 
be expended on his own Troops : but likewiſe 
becauſe all the Mony ſo expended, was in effect 
charged to the King's own account, he giving 
Warrants for the Payment of each Sum to 
the Contractors; which was in a manner own- 
ing it a Debt of his own to the Queen: and it 


was then thought, he might ſome time or other 


have been able to have farisfied the ſame. For 
theſe Reaſons, I thought it unneceſſary to ap- 
point for that Service any Exgliſb Commiſſa- 
ries, whoſe Salaries and travelling Charges 
would have created a certain Expence to very 
little purpoſe.

10s, This is an Expence the Board of 
Ordnance did not think fit to allow, neither did the 


Generals that have commanded in Spain ſince. 
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of Mules were charged by the Contractors, 
than were really on Service in the Year 1710. 
I muſt beg leave to doubt of that Fact; — 
I cannot poſſibly believe that King Cha#les, at 
a time when Mony was ſo ſcarce in Catalonia, 
would ha ve parted with ſuch conſiderable Sums 
to thoſe Contractors, to his own wrong. 


"Tis indeed a moſt wonderful Diſcovery the 
Commiſſioners have, made, that an Army 
which remained ſettled in the ſame Camp, 
within one day's Journey from their Magazine, 
and did not, I believe, make one ſingle March 
in a Body; which I take to have been the 
Caſe of Marſhal Staremberg's Army in the Year 
1712. that, I fay, an Army in theſe Circum- 
ſtances might be ſupply'd with Mule-Car- 
riage for 1 2000 J. Whereas an Army more nu- 
merous, and which march'd a thouſand Eng- 
lid Miles in a Campaign, might require ten 
times as much. 


I did allow Mule-Mony to the Officers of 
the Train, becauſe I thought it cheaper for the 
Queen to put them upon the ſame foot with 
all the reſt of the Army, obliging them there- 
by to keep Mules for their own particular 
Uſe; than to connive at their multiplying the 
Draught-Mules, paid for by the Queen, to car- 
ry their own Baggage: which, I will venture 
to ſay, muſt happen, where no Allowance is 
made. I thought it of the greateſt conſe- 


quence,

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querice, to prevent Abuſes of this kind, and 
had the ſtricteſt Orders poſſible given to the 
Contractors, that upon no pretence whatſo- 
ever they ſhould furniſh to any Officer, be- 
inning with my ſelf, any Mule or Waggon, 
but what the ſaid Officer paid for, at the ſame 


row the King did. And I have reaſon to be-

eve theſe Directions were punctually com- 
plied with: at leaſt, I can give a plain De- 
monſtration of what I practiſed my ſelf, by 
the annexed Certificate from Mr. Mead; by 
which it will appear, that whereas my Allow- 
ance for the Year 1710. from the Queen for 
my Mule-Mony, was but 432 J. I paid to the 

Contractors, for Carriage furniſhed to me by 
them for the faid Year, 984 J. 95. 5 d. not- 
withſtanding I' had ſome Mules of my owa 

beſides: which great Expence to me, was oc- 

caſioned by the Length of that Campaign. 
| Whereas in the preceding Year 170 it hap- 
pening to be my fortune to ſerve on ſhipboard 
the greateſt part of that Summer, my Ex- 
pence for Mules - came only to 284 J. 165. 
5 d. . And accordingly I did receive no more 
from her Majeſty on that account, as appears 


by the annexed Certificate; notwithſtanding 


that the ſtated Allowance for Mule-Mony, for 
a Commander in Chief in Spain, had never, 
I think, been leſs than 432/. Which whole 
Allowance I might undoubtedly have directed 
to have been paid to my ſelf, without the leaſt 


Cenſure even from theſe Commiſſioners ; but

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as I ever ſtudied to husband the Queen's Mo- 
ny, to the beſt of my power,; and had dif- 
allowed the Pretenſions to Mule-Mony of 
ſome Officers and Regiments which had been 
in Gariſon, and not ſerved in the Field: I 
thought fit to authorize what they accounted 
an Hardſhip, by my own Example; taking 
ny ſo much of the Allowance to my ſelf, as 
had really been expended for ſome Weeks that 
I was in the Field.

As for the Portaguee, they were not proper- 
ly in her Majeſty's Pay till the Year 1710. 
What Sums were iſſued to them by me before 
that time, by virtue of her Majeſty's Inſtruc- 
tions dated the 26th of April, 1708. were only 
upon account ; her Majeſty having not agreed - 
to take the ſaid Body of Troops abſolutely 
into her Pay, till the latter end of the Year 
1709, at which time a proviſional Agreement 
was made betwixt Lieutenant-General Carpea- 
ter and Count Attalaya, to ſettle an Eſtabliſh- 
ment for them. Which Agreement (a Copy 
whereof is hereunto annexed, marked N 95 
was approved by her Majeſty, and in conſe- 
uence of it an Eſtabliſhment ſigned, as ap- 
pears by the ſecond Paragraph of her Majeſty's 
Inſtructions to me, bearing date the 25th of 
February 1712.

Men, and of three Squadrons each ; and two 
Battalions of Foot, conſiſting of 667 Men 
each; in order to reduce the Expence as low 
as poſſible : they really did, in the Year 19710. 
bring into the Field ſix Regiments of Horſe, 
conſiſting of 18 Squadrons, and two Batta- 
lions of Foot; which appeared to me, when I 
review'd them, very compleat and in good 
order. Their Motive for fo doing, was to 
keep up as many of their old and Corps as 
poſſible; and they hoped, by ſhewing us three 
uadrons more than they were obliged to do 
by their Agreement, to have engaged us to 
have paid: for them.

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We were informed at Barcelona, by. a Letter 
from Count Attalaya the Portugueze General, 
that it was alſo aſual there, to make conſiderable 
Allowances to the Deputy Paymaſter, upon pretence 
of prompt Payment : Of which he could not give 
us any particular Account, becauſe the Commiſſary, 
who for ,ſome ears had. adjuſted the Accounts of 
thoſe Troops with Mr. Mead, was then at Lisbon. 
However, we learnt from him (4s we have already 
mentioned) that ſome Bills which Mr. Hammond 
gave him (to the value of 24000 Pieces of Eight ) 
had been diſcounted at 2000 Pieces of Eight loſs. 
And the ſaid Count gave us a Letter to Don Di- 
ego Mendoza, Secretary of State to the Ring f 
Portugal, deſiring that the Commiſſary might be 
directed to lay before us, — what manner the Por- 
tugueze Troops in Catalonia had been paid. This 
Letter we delivered at Lisbon, ſoon after our arrival 
there; but the Commiſſary having been ſent to 
Madrid ſome time befare, to regulate the March of 
the Portugueze Troops through Spain from Cata- 
lonia, we had no opportunity of ſeeing him, daring 
our ſtay there. But in general, we were aſſared by 
the Secretary of State, that a sonſtant Abatement of 
20 to 25 per Cent. had been made by the Deputy 
Paymaſter out of the Pay of the Portugueze in Ca- 
talonia ; and that upon the Return of the Commi/- 
(ary, he would give us a particular Account of thoſe 
Abatements, ſigned by his own Hand.

I core now to the laſt Paragraph of the 
Commiſſioners Report, in which there is any 
thing which I apprehend may affect me:

The Portagueze, at the beginning of the

to ſecure the Payment of thoſe Bills, by ſtop- 
— — much out of the Subſidies: I did or- 
der Mr. Mead to ſtrain his Credit, and to find 
Mony for them; which he accordingly did. 
And for the Sum of 34466 Pieces of Eight 
ready Mony, which he advanced to them, he 
remitted to Mr. Morrice, her Majeſty's Pay- 
maſter at Lisbon, a Bill for 45954 Pieces of
